Muslims set up their own secu- 
rity guard Tuesday to augment 
elaborate police measures pro- 
tecting their sect leader, Elijah 
Muhammad, from reported as- 
lassins. 


Special 
police squads also 


kept close watch on nearly a 
half dozen other South Side lo- 
cations to prevent any revenge 
bloodshed or reprisals against 
the sect's various property hold- 
ings in Chicago. 


Muhammad, 
-who 
has 
not 


asked for police protection, re- 
mained in seclusion in his man- 
sion. With him were guards 
from the Fruit of Islam, the 
karate-trained elite corps of the 
Negro sect. 
Change Of Heart 


Other Black Muslim guards 


•tationed 
themselves in cars 


parked along the street in front 
of the mansion for the first 
time, indicating their leader had 
a change of heart after telling 
newsmen 
Monday 
that 
he 


feared no reprisals stemming 
from the assassination in New 
York Sunday of Malcolm X. 


Muhammad said the Muslims 


were not involved in the slaying 
of Malcolm, a former disciple 
who started a rebel splinter 
movement.

Information that six followers of 
-Malcolm X left New York on 
missions of revenge and that 
Muhammad was a likely target. 


A high iron fence encloses 


Muhammad's 
mansion. 
One 


squad of police maintains a 24- 
hour vigil at the rear and anoth- 
er at the front -entrance. A 
police -squad car blocks the 
driveway, ' and another squad 
car is stationed a few houses 
away. Other police cars pass 
the mansion at frequent inter- 
vals. 
Police Guard Mosque 


Another police guard has been 


set up at the sect's mosque and 
at the University of Islam, some 
six blocks away. 


Police squads also are watch- 


Ing the office of the sect's news- 
paper, Muhammad Speaks, and 
the Shabazz Restaurant, where 
the sect's meals are served. Ad- 
ditional squads are patrolling 
the general area of the proper- 
ties. 


Police also are watching the 


Coliseum to prevent the plant- 
ing of any explosives 
there. 


The Black Muslims will hold 
their annual convention there 
this weekend with an expected 
attendance of about §,000. The 
convention will mark the anni 
versary of the sect's founding in 
Detroit in 1934.

— Stan Laurel, the 
slender, 


rubber-faced member 
of the 


Laurel and Hardy comedy team 
whose old films still make mil- 
lions laugh, died Tuesday of a 
heart attack. He was 74. 


A virtual recluse since 1957 


when roly-poly partner Oliver 
Hardy died, Laurel succumbed 
to . a. heart attack at his home 
Tuesday on a palisade overlook- 
ing' the Pacific Ocean. 


His wife, Ida, was with him 


when he died. 


Although retired since, suffer 


ing a stroke in 1955, Laurel 
still had millions of fans — 
many who saw him for the 
first time when movies were re- 
run on television.

When confined to a 'hospital 


last summer for treatment •'of 
diabetes, the • squeaky - voiced 
comedy star received thousands 
of messages from well-wishers. 


His loss . was mourned by

But the world knew Stan Lau-

the antic, bungling and some- 
bow lovable scamp who unfail- 
ingly brought catastrophe to his 
fat and dull-witted partner. 


Laurel and Hardy starred in 


some 300 motion pictures, most 
of which were two-and three- 
reelers, during their 30-year as- 
sociation. Laurel was the brains 
of the team, writing and direct- 
ing many of their films.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 


United States has given tacit 
consent for Britain—on her own 
and not as a U.S. agent—to con 
duct diplomatic soundsings on 
the possibility of negotiations on 
the Viet Nam crisis.

Negroes Stage Twilight Demonstration March In Selma 


SELMA, Ala. (AP) — About 


200 young Negroes began a twi- 
light march to the courthouse 
late Tuesday but turned back 
about three blocks from their 
starting point after Wilson Bak- 
er, city public safety director, 
stopped them. 


Baker had said he would ar- 


rest the marchers if they per 
sisted in their demonstration 
because, he said, any such 
march at twilight would only 
invite racial violence. 


The Negroes, starting the 


demonstration in the absence of 
Dr. Martin Luther King Jr., dis- 


regarded Baker's appeal at first 
and continued walking from a 
church two by two. 


About three 
blocks 
away, 


Baker stopped the procession. 


About 75 of the demonstrator! 


ran to the opposite side of the 
street and fled. When officers 
tried to stop them, Baker told 
police to let them go. 


The 
remaining 
Negroes 


dropped to the knees on the 
sidewalk and sang "We Shall 
Overcome." 


Their leader, John Lewi:, *ai4 


a prayer. He is chairman of the 
Student Nonviolent Coordinating 


lommittee. 
Once more Baker asked the 


Negroes to return to the church, 
Browns Chapel

time they turned around and 
left. 


King did not see the demon- 


stration in behalf of the Ne- 
groes' demand for different vot- 
er registration procedures. 


He spent the day in confer- 


ence with members of his staff 
in a Negro motel on the out 
skirts of the city. He left the 
motel a half hour before the 
inarch began but did not arrive 
at the church. 


The young Negroes — some 


een-agers, 
some children — 


poured out of the red brick 
:hurch only to be confronted by 
Baker, who shouted into a pub- 
ic address system: "A march 
of any kind at this time of eve- 
ning is a very dangerous thing. 


"To do this will be unlawful. 


You are in an unlawful assem- 
bly here. 


"I am asking you not to do 


this thing." 


A voice came from the crowd 


of Negroes: "Whit sbout it 


intf unlawful to vote?" 
The marchers cheered and 


yelled — and started up thelhouse, city police cars and sher- 
street toward the courthouse. 
iff's 
deputies cruised slowly 


'It's only in the interest of 


your safety. I cannot permit you 
to march to the courthouse," 
Baker xiid. 


Two blocks away, a force of 


city policemen wailed. 


Stale troopers under the com 


mand of Col. Al Lingo, their 
state director, were ready to 
break up the demonstration. But 
Baker conferred with high offi- 
cers and said they had agreed 
to move in only if needed. 


As the Negroes left the church 


and proceeded toward the court' 


alongside to keep order and pre- 
vent violence. 


The 
twilight demonstration 


had significance to both sides. 
Gov. 
George C. Wallace had 


issued an edict against any 
night marches. King had said 
the Negroes had a right to 
march at night. 


However, the integration lead- 


er told newsmen that no nighl 
marches would be tried until his 
attorneys decide whether to go 
into court to test Wallace's or- 
der. 


Dr. Charles Richter said the

media.) 


Daniels, in a speech before 


the winter meeting of the In- 
land Daily Press Association, 
said "My thinking is toward 
very little pooling." 


He rejected recommendations 


on news coverage made in the 
Warren Commission's report on 
the assassination of President 
Kennedy. He also expressed 
fear that moves to bridle cov- 
erage of criminal news by state 
laws would infringe on the pub-" 
lie's right to know. 


"If doors are going to b«' 


closed to the press in search 
for legitimate news, If the peo- 
ple's business is going to b« 
conducted in secret, we will not 
simply sit down outside and 
wall," he said. "We must usa' 
the powers of the press to kick 
the doors open."

viction, suspended 15-day jail 
term and S2.5 fine on grounds 
the city had not proved in cir- 
cuit court that It had an ordi- 
nance which provides penaltiet 
for those who violated parklaz 
restrictions.

INDIANAPOLIS. Ind. — Once there were twenty 
states that had Right to Wo rk laws. 
No w there are 
nineteen. The Indiana Legislature, bo wing to the blo o d 
cries o f the unio ns, has repealed the state’s 1957 Right 
to Wo rk legislatio n, and the new Demo cratic Go verno r, 
Ro ger Dcwglas Branigin, has signed the bill. 


There are two scho o ls o f tho ught abo ut the 
meaning o f the Indiana unio n victo ry. One scho o l 
says that it indicates what Is go ing to happen natio n- 
allv, when the unio ns demand a Co ngressio nal pro ­ 
hibitio n o f all Right to Wo rk laws everywhere as 
payment fo r what they did to pro mo te the hig Demo ­ 
cratic sweep fo r L.vTido n Jo hnso n. The o ther scho o l 
Is less certain that repeal o f Right to Wo rk in In­ 
diana has any natio nal significance. 


Go verno r Branigin. in talking abo ut Right to Wo rk 
repeal, do esn’t so und especially pro ud o f what his 
Legislature has do ne. “ It was a platfo rm o bligatio n,” 
he says in explaining his o wn refusal to veto the repeal 
bill 
As the Go verno r o utlines the sto ry, the no w defunct 
Indiana Right to Wo rk law didn’t have much practical 
significance anyway. 
The emplo yers o f Indiana had 
already accepted so mrthing called the “ Agency Sh(H)." 
which, in effect, was a legal way o f evading the Right 
to Wo rk law 
Under the Agency Sho p the unio ns wera 
co llecting dues fro m every wo rker in given industrial 
establishments whether he fo rmally belo nged to a 
unio n, o r no t. An appellate co urt had judged the Agency 
Sho p to be no infringement o f the Right to Wo rk law. 
So . in the o pinio n o f many lndianan.s, the o nly thing 
lo st by repeal o f Right to Wo rk wa.s so mething that had 
beco me a ho llo w facade. Repeal wo n’t, in their o pinio n, 
either increase o r dimmish actual unio n strength in 
Indiana. 


The situatio n being what it Is in Indiana, lo cal 
repeal o f Right to Wo rk can’t he made to so und a« 
If it were a majo r victo ry fo r a great unio n prin­ 
ciple. It fo llo ws, co nversely, that It is no t a great 
defeat fo r believers in Right to Wo rk. It co uld cause 
a ripple o n Capito l Hill in Washingto n. But It can 
hardly he magnified into a great wave. 


Go verno r Branigin, who signed the repeal bill with 
no great sho w o f enthu.siasm, is an interesting phe­ 
no meno n. The image he has created lo cally is o ne o f 
mo deratio n and fiscal co nservatism. He was a co rpo ­ 
ratio n lawyer in U fayette. Indiana, befo re he ran o ff 
with the Demo cratic no minatio n fo r Go verno r. 
Befm-e assuming o ffice he pro mised to veto a sales 
tax repeal hill if the I^egnsiature did no t enact a sub- 
ititute m easure to take its place. 
As a fiscal co n­ 
servative he has actually trim med do wn the two -year 
budget reco mmended by the o utgo ing administratio n o f 
fo rmer Go verno r Wel.sh. One o f the cuts demanded by 
the prudent Branigin wo uld take $18 millio n fro m funds 
reco mmended fo r the state’s fo ur tax-suppo rted univer­ 
sities. The Senate is being pres.sured to resto re the $18 
millio n. 
With Go verno r Branigin making no ises in the capito l 
that so und fi.scally co n.servative, it fo llo ws that busines.s- 
mcn are putting the same so rt o f trust in him lo cally 
that ifxy are putting in Pre.sidtHit l.yndo n Jo hnso n 
natio nally. They argue that no great harm can b<* do ne 
to the co nservative cause by so mebo dy who do esn’t 
go o vertMiard f>n mo ney 
But Go verno r Branigin is 
luckier than Lyndo n Jo hn.so n, fo r he can depend o n 
grants o f mbney fro m Washingto n to pay fo r many o f

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Nationalism And 
The Kennedy Round 


The Kennedy Round of tariff-cutting nego- 


tiations has been described as moving with "the 
ipeed of an Alpine glacier." Now it would appear 
that even this modest progress may come to a 
halt over the issue of tariffs on American farm 
products. 


European nations clearly are afraid to face 


the competition of lower-priced U.S. farm ex- 
ports. (It should be noted, however, that the 
United States is no more willing to lower bar- 
riers on oil.) Even with high tariff walls, the 
United States exports $1.2 billion worth of farm 
products annually to Common Market countries. 


Christian A. Herter, President Johnson's 


special trade negotiator, recently warned Europe 
that the Kennedy round "must deliver the goods 
for our farms as well as our factories, or we 
will not sign on the dotted line." Still later, he 
lashed out at what he called a rising tide of 
European nationalism, linking it to a similar 
trend in the United States. 


The Common Market wants a freeze on 


existing levels of farm protection. U.S. negotia- 
tors at Geneva have rejected this plan. But they 
are not having much success in getting the Euro- 
peans to put forward firm proposals for farm- 
product tariff cuts, 


Mea'nwhile, the trading nations continue 


their talks aimed at firming up lists of indus- 
trial goods to be excepted from the general 
tariff-cutting. Only after these exceptions lists 
have been pared down will negotiations be able 
to proceed on the actual tariff-cutting. In gen- 
eral, the trade parlay is making the slowest kind 
of advance toward the goal President Kennedy 
had in mind—a 50 per cent across-the-board slash 
in free world tariffs.

WASHINGTON-A fantastic al- 


liance of Ku Klux 
Klansmen, 


Black Muslims, and Communist*, 
representing both extremes of the 
civil rights struggle, has been 
stirring up racial conflict in 
America apparently for the sheer 
sake of chaos. 


There is no evidence of a formal 


pact between these fanatics. Yet 
this column has uncovered some 
strange Communist-Klan-Muslim 
links which suggest at least a 
unity of purpose. 


Consider the curtous clients of 


James Venable, a fleshy, flush- 
faced Atlanta attorney, who has 
represented both the Negro-hating 
Klan and the white-hating Mus- 
lims. 


Presumably his first loyalty is 


to the United Klans, his principal 
client, which is now trying to 
bring all the splintered, factional 
Klans under the same hood, so to 
speak. But neither client appar- 
ently has complained about any 
conflict of interest. 


In matters of violence, Venable 


believes in lynching Negroes and 
whites alike without discrimina- 
tion. 


"The time has come," he re- 


cently declared, "to hang a few 
people, both white and black, to 
let them know the Ku Klux Klan 
means business."

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind. — Once there were twenty 


states that had Right to Work laws. Now there are 
nineteen. The Indiana Legislature, bowing to the blood 
cries of the unions, has repealed the state's 1957 Right 
to Work legislation, and the new Democratic Governor, 
Roger Douglas Branigin, has signed the bill. 


There are two schools of thought about the 


meaning of the Indiana union victory. One school 
says that it indicates what is going to happen nation- 
ally, when the unions demand a Congressional pro- 
hibition of all Right to Work laws everywhere as 
payment for what they did to promote the big Demo- 
cratic sweep for Lyndon Johnson. The other school 
is less certain that repeal of Right to Work in In- 
diana has any national significance. 


Governor Branigin, in talking about Right to Work 


repeal, doesn't sound especially proud of what his 
Legislature has done. "It was a platform obligation," 
he says in explaining his own refusal to veto the repeal 
bill. 


As the Governor outlines the story, the now defunct 


Indiana Right to Work law didn't have much practical 
significance anyway. The employers of Indiana had 
already accepted something called the "Agency Shop," 
which, in effect, was a "legal way of evading the Right 
to Work law. Under the Agency Shop the unions were 
collecting dues from every worker in given industrial 
establishments whether he formally belonged to a 
union, or not. An appellate court had judged the Agency 
Shop to be no infringement of the Right to Work law. 
So, in the opinion of many Indianans, the only thing 
lost by repeal of Right to Work was something that had 
become a hollow facade. Repeal won't, in their opinion, 
either increase or diminish actual union strength in 
Indiana. 


The situation being what it is in Indiana, local 


repeal of Right to Work can't be made to sound as 
if it were a major victory for a great union prin- 
ciple. It follows, conversely, that U is not a great 
defeat for believers in Right to Work. It could cause 
a ripple on Capitol Hill in Washington. But it can 
hardly be magnified into a great wave. 


Governor Branigin, who signed the repeal bill with 


no great show of enthusiasm, is an interesting phe- 
nomenon. The image he has created locally is one of 
moderation and fiscal conservatism. He was a corpo- 
ration lawyer in Lafayette, Indiana, before he ran off 
with the Democratic nomination for Governor. 


Before assuming office he promised to veto a sales 


tax repeal bill if the Legislature did not enact a sub- 
stitute measure to take • its place. As a fiscal con- 
servative he has actually trimmed down the two-year 
budget recommended by the outgoing administration of 
former Governor Welsh. One of the cuts demanded by 
the prudent Branigin would take $18 million from funds 
recommended for the state's four tax-supported univer- 
sities. The Senate is being pressured to restore the $18 
million. 


With Governor Branigin making noises in the capitol - 


that sound fiscally conservative, it follows that business- 
men are putting the same sort of trust in him locally 
that they are putting in President Lyndon .Johnson 
nationally. They argue that no great harm can be done 
to the conservative cause by somebody who doesn't 
go overboard on money. But Governor Branigin is 
luckier than Lyndon Johnson, for he can depend on 
grants of mbney from Washington to pay for many of 
the state's local Great Society bills. 


Indiana is currently embarked on a great wan. 


conservation program and is planning to create ten 
new artificial lakes over a ten-year period. The 
federal government will pay a sizable percentage 
of the bill far this ambitions coascrratiwi program 
before H Is completed. 


Governor Branigin, like Lyndon Johnson, doesn't 


like labels. He says: "If I knew what a liberal is, I 
might be able to tell you If I am one." His whole tone 
is one of a desire to cleave to the center. Whether the 
Young Turks in his Legislature will permit him to 
remain a man of the middle, one who is practically 
indistinguishable from a moderate Republican, will be 
interesting to watch. As things stand now, he is the 
only thing on the Indiana horizon that gives any hopes 
at all to conservatives for the next two years.

defeat in Southeast Asia, because 
of the President's continuing re- 
fusal to grasp the ugly horns of, 
his dilemma. They were in fact 
positioning their party to gain the 
maximum advantage from this 
possible defeat's inevitable, terri- 
ble damage to the President. 


If there were such a thing as 


justice in politics, one would have 
to say that this was unjust. When 
President Truman met the chal- 
lenge in Korea with such wise and 
memorable courage, even Sen, 
Robert A. Taft announced his 
strong support. But when the Kor- 
ean War dragged on into bitter 
unpopularity, Senator Taft and 
every other Republican did every- 
thing imaginable to gain votes 


from "Truman's War," as they 
always called it. 


President Johnson must be re- 


flecting bitterly that at least a 
few of the manifesto-signers are 
quite likely to change their views 
as Senator Taft did, if he escal- 
ates in Vietnam, and if this esca- 
lation then has extremely painful 
consequences—as it certainly may 
have. 


But the other case in point—the 


so-called "loss of China" which 
we never had—also deserves more 
than casual reflection. From this, 
too, 
the 
Republicans 
profited 


mightily, as they did from "Com- 
munists in Cuba" until October 
1962. Yet the Communists were 
established in Cuba under Presi- 
dent Eisenhower, and the Repub- 
licans had just as much respon-

The Far Eastern clauses of the 


Yalta Agreement resulted quite 
directly from Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur's insistence that the United 
States pay any price, in order to 
get Russian aid in mopping up the 
Japanese armies on the Asian 
mainland. 


Those clauses reinsured the pos- 


ition for Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek while offering the Soviets 
a few concessions in Manchuria. 
Chiang's authority might well have 
been respected, as the Yalta 
agreement 
required, except for 


the bring-the-boys-home campaign 
led by Senator Taft and other Re- 
publicans, and this alone would 
have been a big 
improvement. 


Finally, if President Truman had 
tried to save China instead of 
bringing the boys home, his effort 
would surely have aroused a fren- 
zy of Republican indignation. 


These facts underline-the harsh 


rule that what counts in American 
politics is not justice or injustice, 
but( whether you succeed or fail. 
For failure, the President must 
always take the blame, as he may 
always take the credit for suc- 
cess. And if the President fails 
this time, the Republicans will be 
more than usually justified in 
profiting from it. 
/ 


For President Johnson, there- 


fore, the Republican Manifesto 
represents both an opportunity 
and a grim threat. It is an oppor- 
tunity, because he can certainly 
count on the honest support of 
many Republicans, even if a few 
imitate Senator Taft. And it is a 
threat for the reasons already de- 
scribed above.

He claims no longer to be a mem- 
ber, though he stilt associates 
with known Communists. 


Black Revolution 


More recently. Gray has been 


identified as one of the plotters 
in the Organizalion of Afro-Ameri- 
can Unity, which is seeking to fo- 
ment a black revolution in this 
country "by any means neces- 
sary," including arming Negroes. 


Significantly, 
the organization 


was headed by none other than 
the late Malcolm X, the c elebrat- 
ed Black 
Muslim, who quit the 


movement last year 
aftor 
an 


angry 
falling-out 
with 
Muslim 


leader Elijah Muhammad. 


Other similarities have turned 


up in the purposes and practices 
of Communists, Muslims, 
and 


Klansmen. 


All three groups use terror tac- 


tics. The Ku Klux Klan and Black 
Muslims, for example, have form- 
ed similar goon squads which 
carry out acts of violence and ven- 
geance. Both have also adopted 
the 
Communist techniques of 


threat and intimidation. 


All three movements also use 


front groups. 
Venable, for in- 


stance, heads a Klan front known 
as the Defensive Legion of Reg- 
istered Americans, Inc. The Mus- 
lims have also started to form 


Communist-style front organiza- 
tions. 


Even their language is som*-, 


times similar. Both the Reds and 
the Muslims, for example, refer 
contemptiously to their enemiea 
as "bourgeois." 


But most of all, the Commun- 


ists, Muslims, and Klansmen ar« 
spreading a similar doctrine of 
hate, undermining the faith ol 
citizens in their country and turn- 
ing American against American.
